These ideas are not 
those ofthe vulgar only ; they are contained in their 
books, and form what may be called, the orthodox 
creed on the subject ; and the Koran itself recogni- 
zes this absurd system. If then we can succeed in 
convincing these poor ignorant people that the earth 
is a globe, and that several navigators have actually 
sailed round it, their implicit faith in the declara- 
tions of the Koran, and those of their other religious 
books, must ofcourse be shaken. Some of those 
natives, who have been most in the habit of conver- 
sing with Europeans, do already reject their own 


absurd theory, but for want of a plain statement of 


things in their own language, their ideas are very 
confused. 

** Since we wrote last, a few Malay hymn-books, 
and a few copies of Matthew, have been distributed, 
though on account of many of our neighbours having 
been already supplied, we have now fewer applica- 
tions than formerly. Some copies of each, distribu- 
ted by our brother Burton about Natal have been 
well received, and there is reason to hope will be 
carefully read. 
printed at Serampore, we have but few remaining, 
and we feel the necessity of preparing another sin- 
gle gospel for distribution as soon as possible.

cially the females, are deeply sunk in ignorance, and 
are, in fact, of no religion, neither professing Chris- 
thanity nor Muhammedanism. The Catholics, a few 
of whom attended at first, have since left us, and re- 
turned to their saints and images. 
rable it may be, for many reasons, to keep up stated 
preaching, we do not look to this as a means likely 
to produce any great effect upon a large scale. if 
we would diffuse the light of the gospel among Mu- 
hammedans, we must go to them, and not wait for 
them to come to us ; we must visit them in their

Domestic Missionaries may be sent by individual 
Associations, but it is now acknowledged, that to 
send them to journey through large districts of 
country, is not the best method. To accomplish 
the great object for which they are sent, they must 
tarry in one place while the pleasure of God Pros: 
pers in their hand. So did the Apostles. They 
staid year after year in that place, and its Vicinity 
where the Lord caused the word to prosper. Be. 
sides, it is impossible for individual associations, on 
account of their insulated situations, to know the 
most important fields of missionary labour. Some 
large districts of country with a numerous popula 
tion, have never been visited by any missionary of 
the cross; while others, not far distant, have been 
traversed year after year. These evils may be ob- 
viated by a Convention of all the Associations inthe 
State : At which, information will be given of all 
sections and places, where Missionaries are wanting; 
and, from such knowledge, it may easily be deter- 
mined in what places they may be employed to most 
advantage. And by uniting the funds of the different 
associations, Missionaries may be stationed in the 
places where such are needed, until churches are 
formed, and societies organized. By stationing 


them, much may, and will be done by the people, to 
whom they are sent, for their support. Ths will 


enable us to employ more Missionaries, and will 
have a happy effect on the minds of those to whom 
they are sent. It will establish a habit of vast im- 
portance to any society, of maintaining the Gospel 
among themselves, when they shall possess the abil- 
ity todoso. But we have room to insert butasmall 
proportion of the advantages resulting to the mis- 
sionary cause from the proposed union. In the es- 


art—in sentiment, and in la- 


tablishment and prosecution of Foreign Missions, 


such a union has done, and is now doing, that which 
individual exertion could never have accomplished ; 
and the same is true of Bible, and Tract Societies. 
No reasonable objections can be urged against the 
proposed union. To say thatthe brethren appoint: 
ed by your Associations, will not be honest in the 
appropriation of the funds, committed to their hands 
for the spread of the gospel, according to their best 


judgment and information no one will presume.
